DOWNING STREET. 



Downing street Hguros in most of the 
movements uf English political life since 
the days of Sir Robert Wulpole, and, in a 
way, mysteriously affects thorn all. Yet 
Downing streot is now to succumb to the 
march of the ago, and in a few months its 
name will no longer head the official docu- 
ments which ministers issue to the out- 
side world. It is to bo pulled down, and 
its existence will live only in tho memory 
of tho generation that is now passing 
away. Mr. Gladstone may bo said to be 
tho last prime minister who has made it 
hiB official rcsidonco, and who, while un- 
able to resist the influence of political 
changes, is oqually powerless to opposo 
the still more potent effects of tho delugo 
of time. It is sad to part with b name 
and locality so famous in rocent English 
history, and saddor still to reflect that tho 
respect which so long a period of promi- 
nence domands, should come to naught. 
But of late years it has been found that 
No. 10 Downing street was only permit- 
ted to exist in its old time decreptitude by 
virtue of its associations, and that it was 
discreditable alike to the government nnd 
tho country to allow so obsoloto an edi- 
fice to remain standing when its neigh- 
bors had boon pulled down to make way 
for the sumptuous pile of buildings which 
encompass it. Its rooms wore too small, 
too continod and too inconvenient for tho 
efficient despatch of tho over-increasing 
businoss of a vast political system, and 
though men like tho late E.vrl of Boacous- 
fiold and Lord Palmerston would have 
shuddered at the mere thought of so 
sweeping a chaugo, Downing streot is 
doomed and must go. Londoners, in 
particular, and Englishmen in general, 
will doubtless regret tho change, neces- 
sary as they will admit it to be. It will 
uproot old memories, shovel sentiment 
away with the debris, and deprive Lon- 
don, and indeed tho European political 
world, of one of its most familkr streets. 
It will break a .connecting link with the 
past, snap tho cue of diplomatic phrase- 
ology, and cause many to heave a sigh as 
they think of the eminent statesmen who 
havo lived and worked and died in the 
shabby streot since the day when George 
the Second gave the present only 
remaining house as the official resi- 
dence of the first lord of the treasury to 
Sir Robert Wulpole and his successors in 
that high office "for over." Dover House, 
Whitehall, to which report givos ground 
for believing ministers will go to hold 
their councils, has no associations equal 
in interest to those possessed by Downing 
street. Dover House bos nothing to mark 
its being except that it was tho residence 
of Lord Melbourne in tho opening years 
of her present Majesty's reign, and tho 
fact that it stands conveniently full in the 
glaro of tho official sun of Whitehall. 
But Downing street possesses a glorious 
roll. Deriving its name from Sir George 
Downing, secretary of state in Charles the 
Second's reign, in it wore situated tho 
splendid series of mansions and outbuild- 
ings, bordering on the cook pit of tho 
proud De Vero*, Earls uf Oxford, the last 
of which noble house died there on tho 
18th March, 1703, and .vhoae remains now 
lie at rest in tho neighboring Abbey of 
Westminster. The vacillating Gibbon, 
historian of the "Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire," has many a time trod- 
den Downing street's narrow sidowalks, 
as he went on his Irequenl visits to his 
friend and patron, Lord Sheffield, whose 
house stood at the southeast corner, whore 
now the Colonial Office rear.-, its mag- 
nificent facade. James B .swell, of 
Auohinluck, lived in the street in 1 703, 
and, no doubt, em-rtained the great 
Johnson in some of ihe dingy houses not 
long since pulled down. And not more 
than forty years ago f-here stood at tho 
opposite corner a dilapidated tavern called 
tho "Cat and Fiddh ," in which, in the 
good old days when George tho Third was 
King, Hia Majesty's "L'reyhouiids"(King's 
Mossengors) were wont to regale them- 
selves with punch and old cheese while 
discussing the doings of Bonaparte and 
the destinies of nations during the early 
years of the century. Nor must the 
shadow of a great and good man be said 
to have no existence in Downing street. 
Lord Chatham, after making his famous 
speech on tho American independence, 
was carried fainting to Mr. Sergent'a 
house in this street, only to die a few 
days after this supreme effort at his 
estate at Hayes. Lord North, the Duke of 
Newcastle, William Pitt, Sir Robert Reel, 
Earl Beacousfield and Mr. Gladstone havo 
all in turn resided at No. 10 and made it 
famous by the associations they have 
showered upon it. History, indeed, 
clings like ivy to tho remaining walls of 
tho dingy streot and awakens sentiments 
of different hues as reflection givos them 
birth. "There is," says Theodore Hook, 
"a fascination in the air of this little cul- 
do-sac; an hour"s inhalation of its atmos- 
phere affects some men with giddiness, 
othors with blindness, and very frequent- 
ly with the most oblivious boastfulness. " 
To tho stranger going to London possess- 
-. ed with tho idea that ho is about to see 
tho most splendid street in tho metropo- 
lis, disappointment has been great, but it 
was nevertheless a good thing, for at least 
it proved to him that English political 
life was as practical as it was earnest, and 
that so great an amount of work could be 
turned out of so small a building, as woll 
as in tho vast offices opposite. On tho 
other hand a street immortalized by tho 
work of countless statesmen, the name of 
which has found its way to tho ends of 
the civilized world, is in no danger of 
losing its place in the annals of our moth- 
er country, and will hold its own in tho 
pages of history though dwarfed in a de- 
gree by some more imposing successor. 
Tho contemplated change comes in tho 
proper order of things. It must be ac- 
cepted as tho inevitable, and though rea- 
son approves it, sentiment must bo on 
the other side. Its fitness must be ac- 
knowledged, though tho sombre days on 
which we have fallen must efface old land 
marks, regret them as wc will. The pity 
is that Downing street cannot bo always 
with us, and that the cabinet ministers 
are as liable to the influence of change as 
buildings and localities. It has been said 
that official life in all its degrees has 
ceasod to be an object of unbounded fas- 
cination, but there was a time when 
Downing street was the fancied prize of 
scholars, landowners and politicians of all 
shades.

ASTWEUP EXHIBITION. 

The Canadian Exhibit at the 
International Display. 

The following flattering reference to 
the exhibit of Canada's products at tho 
great international exhibition at Antwerp 
is taken from the Belgian News of the 
25th of July: 

This court is still ottracting a largo 
share of public attention, and it will soon 
be redoubled, for the English holidays 
are about to begin, and tho official cata- 
logue in English is ready to be put into 
tho hands of tho public. 

This cataloguo was published under the 
personal supervision of Sir Charles Tup- 
por, the executive commissioner, and for 
completeness of information leaves 
nothing to be desirod. As a frontispiece 
thoro is a very good illustration copied 
from a photograph, and this gives a very 
accurate idea of tho general appearance of 
tho section. A reducod copy of a map, 
prepared and issued under tho direction 
of tho minister of railways and canals 
(1882), is placod at the beginning of tho 
little book, and this map will readily 
enable the enquirer to traco the goo- 
graphical position of tho various places 
mentioned in tho body of tho work. After 
an alphabetical list of tho exhibitors, 
there is a list of tho exhibits arranged in 
eight groups. Those are: 

Group 1. Education and Instruction, 
Apparatus and Processes of tho Liberal 
Arts. 

2. Furniture and Accessories. 

3. Textile Fabrics, Clothing and Ac- 
cessories. 

•I. Mining Industries, Raw and Manu- 
factured Products. 

5. Machinery, Apparatus and Processes 
used in tho Mechanical Manufactures. 

G. Alimentary Products. 

7. Navigation and Life Saving. 

8. Fisheries, Pisciculture and Natural 
History; Canadian Pacific Railway Ex- 
hibit in Main Gallery; Canadian Pacific 
Railway Exhibit Manitoba Farm. 

Tho chief value of the work will, how- 
over, centre in tho appendices, which con- 
tain a largo amount of useful information 
interesting alike to the general reader and 
to all who are turning their attention to- 
wards tho Canadian Dominion, eithor as a 
field for commercial enterprise, or as tho 
country which shall afford them in the 
futuro a resting place. The cataloguo 
having been so carefully edited, I am 
confident that the demand for copies at 
homo will be as great as it will be among 
the English-speaking visitors to the court . 
T must not omit to mention that there is 
a capital ground plan on tho back cover 
of the work. This i3 printed in colors, 
and shows at a glance tho position of tho 
Canadian section in tho World's Show at 
Antwerp. 

Among the rocent additions sent over 
by Sir Charlos Tupper are some very fine 
cases of birds. It is interesting to watch 
tho look of wonderment on tho faces of 
tho foreign visitors, us they ttand and ad- 
mire tho plumage of tho Canadian feath- 
ered tribe. I fancy that the Belgians 
hitherto had an idea that gulls, guillemots 
and puffins wero the only birds found in 
the Dominion territories. They look at 
the oasos here as if they thought, thoy 
were buing imposed upon in being asked to 
believe that the Dominion of Canada really 
could sustain such bright, gay feathered 
songsters. But whon one of particularly 
bright plumage is pointed out as being as 
common as the house sparrow in England, 
tho wonderment knows no end At any 
rate no intelligent Belgian will henceforth 
regard Canada otherwise than as a land of 
promise to which all may go and reap 
their reward, if, for Nature's gift, thoy 
will but give in return that labor which 
Nature demands. Another recent addi- 
tion to the court, and a very telling ono, 
is tho obelisk representing the gold ob- 
tained from auriferous deposits in British 
Columbia during the past twenty -five 
years, the value of which is estimated in 
tho official returns at upwards of 50,000,- 
000 dollars. This and tho obelisk ropro 
senting tho gold obtained from Nnvn 
Scotia from 1802 to 1883 (:?7.215,0OO,) 
are the two most prominent as they are 
the most interesting objects in tho whole 
section. Thoy appeal most directly to 
the imagination of the toiler in the Old 
World, as they seem to offer him a some- 
thing tangible, an earnest of the promises 
shadowed forth in the general display of 
tho court. Tho toiler howover is shrewd 
enough to know that gold is obtained 
from mother earth in other ways than by 
tho separation of the actual metal from 
its embedding quartz; ho knows that it 
can be got from the soil in another if not 
in an easior way than this, and conse- 
quently the cereals of Canada come in for 
a largo sharo of his attention. It is now 
an opon secret that these have obtained 
vory high recognition at the hands of the 
jury; in fact it is admitted that tho high- 
est houours will be awarded. In my 
next letter 1 shall be able to mention the 
particular form which tho recognition will 
tako. 

The Press of Franco, Belgium and 
Germany is still unanimous in its praiso3 
of the section. I do not think 1 can do 
bettor than quote tho words of a writer 
in the journal called Los Nouvolles du 
Jour, of Brussels, which, in a recent num- 
ber, speaks thus of Canada: "I'laced in 
tho middle of throe great nations (Eng- 
land, Franco and Gormany) Canada en- 
tirely holds her own. The Canadian sec- 
tion has become ono of the attractions of 
tho International Exhibition." The ex- 
hibition of cereals, minerals, woods, knit- 
ting machines, wall-papers and above all 
of furniture has been a real revelation. 
"Another journal, tho Nouvelliste de 
Rouon, has called Canada's success at 
Antwerp a Pacific Revolution." No pun 
was intendod wo may be suro, but tho 
article in question will do much to at- 
tract tho attention of the Rouen manufac- 
turers towards the Dominion, and the de- 
velopment of the Pacific lino. Tho re- 
marks are couched in a spirit of tho high- 
est eulogy, and the writer says that 
"Canada may bo a small nation to-day, 
but to-morrow she will become great, and 
will undoubtedly become the granary of 
tho eastern world." 

It is such remarks as thoso, emanating 
from an enlightened press, which show tho 
wisdom of tho Canadian legislators in 
having the country so well represented at 
Antwerp; and the great success achieved 
haB proved to demonstrate that the repre- 
sentation is in able hands. 

Brazil is straining every norvo to put 
her coffee upon tho European markets, 
and to induco emigration to her shores. 
She has her own pros organs hore in 
Antwerp, and everything is painted in 
glowing colors, but as yet the heart.of 
tho public is unmoved. Canada, from 
the very first, took up a well-defined 
place in public estimation, and thanks to 
those who represent hor, she has main- 
tained it.

Crocker, J. 0. Fargo, O. E. Gray, Chus.

EASTERN STATES. 

New Yohk, Aug. 13.— Officials of both 
the Northern Pacific and the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific deny this morn- 
ing's reports from Chicago that controll- 
ing interest in tho former road has boon 
secured by the latter. Second vice-presi- 
dent James B. Williams, of tho Northern 
Pacific, said, in response to an inquiry: 

"I don't care to say anything about it 
ono way or the other." 

Being asked to affirm or dony it, ho 
said : 

"I supposo we would know if a pur- 
chase of that kindjhad taken place. My 
impression is that tho story is mado out 
of whole cloth. " 

A prominent Wall streot railroad man 
said : 

"Thin report has croatod intenso ex- 
citement in railroad circles, but it is not 
generally credited. 1 think it more than 
probabld that the Grand Trunk is trying 
to get control of the Northern Pacific us 
a sort of countermarch against their great 
rival, the Canadian Pacific. A>t!»i ngh 
the Grand Trunk itaoif is but a pen r j i, 
ing concern, it has command of uniiiflWod 
money in London. " 

CANADA. 
Montreal, Aug. 13. — Mr. Frank, a 
loading lawyer of Nebraska, is expected 
here in a few days to examine witnesses 
in cases involving tho right to an estate 
in Iowa and Nebraska valued at half a 
million dollars. Stephen DesNoyes, of 
this city, emigrated to tho Western States 
some years ago with his wife and a boy 
aged five. Hia son, now a young man, 
became dissatisfied with a farmer's hto 
and went lo New Mexico. DesNoyes 
died leaving no will, and his next of kin 
applied for and received letters of admin- 
istration. Another relative, however, who 
in the event of young DesNoyes' death or 
tho illegality of his heirship, would bo en- 
titled to all his property, commenced suit, 
setting forth that the young man known 
as Desis r oyes was not tho son of deceased; 
that while a baby in tho cradle another 
child was substituted for DesNoyes by a 
wonan who was a near neighbor and who 
had adopted tho rightful Bon, and that af- 
ter some years the boy who was stolen 
died and wan buried in tho ca3t, while tho 
child who was put in the place of tho true 
son grew up without the DesNoyes fami - 
ly ever noticing the difference, as the 
children's ago and complexion wero the 
same. It is said that witnesses hero havo 
come forward and confessed tho crimo. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Aug. 14. — Tho popu- 
lace of Krementchop, a Russian city on 
the Dnieper, in Pattava, to day attacked 
the Turkish residents of tho town and at- 
tempted to drive them out. The military 
restored order with much difficulty. Dur 
ing the riot a great number of persons 
wero wounded. Thirty of tho native 
leaders have been arrestod. This has 
angered tho people, and it is feared they 
will in revenge ngain rise against the 
Turks and the authorities. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, August 14. — The Kranz Zei 
tung says: The moment his come to end 
intrigues of Sir J..hn Kirk, British consul 
general at Z-mzibar, who is well known 
for hia anti-German sentiment. The 
present friendly relations between Eng- 
land and Gorm-niy will undergo their first 
and perhaps a decisive test in E-ist Africa 
England must remember that Sir John 
Kiik's attitude may prevent a satisfactory 
understanding. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, August 14 — It is rumored that 
the emperor and empress of Russia, after 
j the meeting at Kremisiers, will go to 
Yiuuiden to visit the duke of Cumber- 
land, and it is likely that thoy will meet 
tho princess of Wales there. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Aug. 14. — A dispatch has been 
received in this city from St. Petersburg, 
stating that Russia has sent England pro- 
posals for the settlement of tho disputes 
concerning Zulfikar paBS and positions 
Commanding it. The dispatch adds that 
it is certain England will accept tho pro- 
posals. 

Efforts to Ohtaiu Pardon for 

Kiel. 

Montreal, August 9.— Fully 5000 per- 
sons wero present at a meeting in Riol's 
behalf, hold here this afternoon on tho 
Champ de Mars. Do La Chapelle occu- 
pied the chair. Hon. R. Luflammo, Q C, 
ox minister of justice; A. 0. Poirier; 0. 
O. de Lormior, Q. C , who is the nephew of 
Chevalier de Lormier, the leader of tho 
rebellion of 1837, and who was executed 
for high treason; Charles Champagne, a 
former prisoner at Fort (fairy; Dr. Mar- 
vin, of St. Eustache; George Duhumol, 
Q. O.; H. C. St. Pierre and others ad- 
dressed tho meeting. It was resolved 
that a petition bo sent to the imperial and 
Canadian governments to obtain Louis 
Kiel's pardon. A meeting was also held at 
Longemont, at which a Bimilar resolution 
was adopted. 

Qoebbo, August 0.— A public meeting 
was hold at St. Sauvour this morning af- 
ter high mass, for the purpose of taking 
steps to obtain a commutation of Riel's 
sentence. A largo number of French 
Canadians were present, and sevoral 
strong speeches wore mado. Resolutions 
in accordance with tho object of the 
meeting wero passed.

Internal Discov<l*»u the Conser- 
vjiliye^anUs. 

Parnell's Part— Sir Chas. Dilkc 
Out of the Eisi ofTLibcrnl 
Campaign Speakers. 



London, Aug 9. — Tho opinion of those 
best informed in political circles is that a 
considerable change in the constitution of 
English political parties is imminent. Tho 
actual occasion will probably be the im- 
possibility of securing legislation in the 
face of tho alternating Irish vote. Tho 
whig and tory sections are half expected 
to coalesce. The Irish party will bo des- 
troyed from within its own ranks, Mr. 
Davitt will come to tho front to do for 
the laborers what Mr. Parnoll has done 
for the former Airoady English em- 
ployers of labor are beginning to refuso 
to give work to tho Pamellito Irish. Lord 
Randolph Churchill seems to havo tri- 
umphed again over his enemies. Peace 
has been mado between him and the Liv- 
erpool conservatives, and tho tiry mem- 
bers from that city will soon Bupport him 
on the platform; but it is certain that 
there is a serious rupture in the tory par- 
ty. The Marquis of Uartington has been 
asked by the torios to take a prominent 
part on the committee on the depression 
of trade and name the liberals to bo in- 
vited tu join. Ho replied almost con- 
temptuously that he would have nothing 
to do with it. Sir Frederick George 
Miilner, member of the house of com- 
moiifl, sends to the Times letters from tho 
Mai jtiis of Salisbury, Lord Randolph 
Churchill, Mr. Winn, of the houso of 
con'iitnns, and Mr. Parnoll denying the 
assertion of an alliance between tho ,-.on- 
servai'k-Hs and Parnellitea. Mr. Pamell 
says he has not had communication with 
any member of l!:» government oil public 
affairs, directly or indirectly, except in 
tho session of the home of commons. 
Till; political situation-. 

Another correspondent thus outlines 
the political situation in England: Ne- 
gotiations between tho liberal leaders in 
relation to the formation of an electoral 
programme for uniting all sections of the 
party have been decisively ruptured. The 
meetings which havo taken placo between 
Gladstone, tho Marquis of Hartington, 
and Chamberlain, have shown that no 
common platform is possible. Chambor- 
lain declined to abandon tho radical pro- 
paganda of graduated taxation of pro- 
perty, froo education, laborer's allotments, 
at low rates, or a scheme of homo rule. 
The declarations made by him in his 
speech at Hull followed the rupture with 
other liberal leaders, and wore taken as 
open manifesto that he had unfurled the 
flag of leadership of tho radicals, and '.hat 
henceforth ho would be free from the con- 
trol of Gladstone or the whip party. Tho 
anxiety of moderate liborals for the re- 
turn of Gladstone to active political lead- 
ership becomes more intenso. There will 
bo confusion worso confounded without 
him. 

Mr. Chamberlain and Collitigs Howard 
have organized campaigning districts. 
They favor extension of the laborers' 
allotment system. Each is preparing to 
contest a metropolitan district in tho 
radical interest. 

THE DILKE SCANDAL. 

In order to mitimito tho disastrous ef- 
fect of the Crawford-Dilke c caudal, tho 
liberals are circulating a statement that 
Sir Charles Dilke denies that he hud crim- 
ili«l intercourse with Mrs Crawford, and 
that the lady herself has withdrawn the 
confession made to her husband, and 
when in (he witness box will declare that 
thp couffS-iou was not true, and was 
made under hysterical delusions. Mr. 
Crawford's friends insist that he has evi- 
dence apart from his wife's confession, 
hut say he will not persevere in the ac 
tioii unless convinced that it is perfectly 
justifiable and absolutely necessary. The 
irial will be toe last of a heavy list heard 
in the divorce court in December. The 
name of Sir Charles Dilkn has been ex- 
punged from the list of speakers for tho 
Coining electoral campaign. Sir Charles 
will pass the autumn at a villa near Tou- 
lon.

A visit by intending settlers should bo 
made to alder bottom and swamp hinds 
north and south of Comox, where there is 
plenty of good land available for culti- 
vation. Geuoral information about thoso 
can be obtained from the government 
guides while they aro in Victoria. 

A few days ago Mr. J. Pickett, a late 
settler on Denman island, who had just 
begun the clearing of his pre-emption, mot 
with a very painful accident while chop- 
ping down a tree. Tho tree in its fall 
caught in tho branches of another, which 
caused tho butt of tho falling troo to 
swing and strike Mr. Pickett, pinning 
him to the ground. Ho remained in this 
helpless and dangerous position until a 
neighbor camo along and cut him out with 
an axo. His leg and knee reeoived such 
severo injuries that ho was taken to Co- 
mox for treatment, and when last heard 
from was slowly improving.

It was some timo before 
he could commence the return to camp.

Some timo ago in rcaponse to an invita- 
tion from this association tho Rev. A. P. 
Graves, D. D. , evangelist of New York, 
consented to conduct a series of special 
gospel meetings iu this city. Accordingly 
placing himself in tho hands of tho de- 
votional committee of tho association, now 
nearly throe weeks ago the meetings were 
commenced, and have since been con- 
tinued daily, both afternoon and evening.

A Glimpse at the Near Future. 

To the Editor:— That Victoria will 
continue to be tho metropolis of the 
province and the terminus of tho Canadian 
Pacific railway, no one will venture to 
dispute. Tho indications at present are 
that sho will not only bo tho terminus of 
our own line but practically also that of 
the Northern Pacific road. The Americans, 
determined not to be outdone by theiv 
more northern neighbor, will naturally 
seek a harbor for tho terminus of their 
lino of railway that possesses advantages 
equal to Victoria or Esquimalt harbors, 
and at the nearest point obtainable to tho 
Pacific ocean. Such a harbor they havo, 
both as to situation and every other con- 
venience, and within about ono hour's 
direct steam from Victoria, namely, Port 
Angeles, distance exactly eighteen miles 
from tho entrance to Victoria harbor. 
Situated as this f/tir city of otir's is, thoro 
is certainly a bright futuro before her; it 
is for our citizens to do their part and 
bring about a more-substantial growth by 
using every means possiblo so that both 
termini shall be here. Tho first improve- 
ment in this direction that wo should 
carry out is to urge the Dominion govern 
ment to do away with tho lengthy line of 
telegraph now laid (but seldom if any 
uso) to New Dungeuess, and in its stead 
to havo a line laid along tho shore via 
Motchosin to Raco Rocks, thence across 
tho Straits to Port Angelon. This route 
would join the United States telegraphic 
system and form ono continued line to 
Cape Flattery, affording our tug owners 
and others far greater advantages than 
thoy now possess. As a further indica- 
tion as to how necessary the Americans 
consider it to havo a terminus as near as 
possiblo to Victoria, their government 
sent an oxploration party out during July 
of the present year to seek for a suitable 
pass southward from Port Angeles. This 
shows conclusively what tho future inten- 
tion is so far as the Oakland of Victoria 
is concerned, and the time is very near at 
hand when Victoria will receive such an 
impulse from railways opposito to hor and 
on either side of her that no person a few 
years' ago over thought of.

IMPERIAL IPAULIAiUEiVr 
PKOHOGUED. 

The Queen's Speech— Salisbury 
explains. 

London, Aug. 14. — The following is 
tho Queen's speech, which was road by 
the Lord High Chancellor: 

My Lords and Gentleman — I am glad 
to be able to relieve you from tho labors 
of the session, which has been protracted 
and eventful, and when you assembled in 
October I informed you that an expedi- 
tion was advancing up the valley of tho 
Nile to relieve Khartoum. Three months 
later, with deep sorrow, shared by all my 
people, I learned that the expedition ar- 
rived too late. The heroic Gordon and 
his companions had fallen. An endeavor, 
which was ineffectual, was made to reach 
Khartoum by constructing a railway from 
Suakim to Berbor. My troops were ul- 
timately withdrawn from the whole of 
eastern Soudan, except Suakim, and from 
tho western Soudan to Alashgort. Al- 
though tho objects of tho expedition wero 
unattainable, I have great reason to bo 
proud of tho bravery and endurance dis- 
played by my soldiors and sailors and of 
the skill wherewith they havo been com- 
manded. I reeoived with great pleasure 
tho loyal offers of military assistance for 
this campaign from my colonies, from the 
nativo princes of India and a contingent 
from the colony of New South Wales, 
served with distinction in actions on the 
coast of the Red Sea. The death of El 
Mahdi will probably onablo 1110 to per- 
form, with less difficulty, dutieB toward 
tho ruler and people of Egypt, which 
events have imposed upon 1110. I shall 
not relax my etl'orts to place the govern- 
ment and good order in that country upon 
a firm foundation. My relations with 
other powers aro of a friendly nature. 
Difficulties which at one timo were of an 
alarming charucter, arose botA-een my 
government and Russia concerning the 
limits of tho territory of my ally, tho 
Ameor of Afghanistan. Negotiations for 
thoir adjustment still continue, and will, 
I trust, lead at an early period to a satis- 
factory settlement. 

The progress of events in South Africa 
has compolled mo in the interest of tho 
native races to take under my protection 
Bochuanalaud and certain adjacent terri- 
tories. I am taking tho necessary stops 
to place the northwest frontier of my In- 
dian empire in a condition of adequato 
defense, in tho absence of which the 
prosperity and tranquility of my subjects 
are liablo to be from time to time inter- 
rupted and disturbed. 

Gentlemen and tho House: I thank 
you for your liberality wherewith during 
the past year you have provided for tho 
services of the country. 

My Lords and Gentlemon; I have had 
the pleasure of giving my assent to a mea- 
sure enabling federal action in certain 
matters to be taken by the colonies in 
Australia to the much needed bill estab- 
lishing a new department in tho govern- 
ment for the management of Scottish 
affairs. I have alan been glad to concur 
in tho measure of increasing tho number 
of occupying freeholders in Ireland. I 
notice with sincoro satisfaction and grati- 
fication that efforts havo been made, by a 
bill whereto I havo assented, to dismiss 
tho evil of insincuro and overcrowded 
dwollings, which hinder so seriously the 
moral and material wellbeing of tho la- 
boring classes. 

I regret the depression which has bo 
prevailed in many of the important 
trades and in tho agricultural and manu 
facturing indnstrios of the country, and 
which still continues. I havo directed 
the issue of a commission to inquire into 
the cause of this depression, and to as- 
certain whether it can be allovinted 
by tho Legislature. During tho 
past session your time has been 
principally occupied by an enlarge- 
ment of the electorate and the extensive 
changes which you havo in consequence 
made in the institutions of the House of 
Commons. I earnostly trust that these 
comprehensive measures may increase 
the efficiency of parliament, and likewise 
enhance the contentmoiit among my peo- 
ple. It is my purpose, before long, to 
seek their counsel by a dissolution of 
parliament. I pray that tho blessings of 
God may rest on their extended liberties, 
and that the members who are called up- 
on to exercise these new functions will 
uso them with the Bobriety and discern- 
ment which havo for so long a period 
marked the history of this nation. 
an explanation. 

In tho house of commons, before the 
prorogation, Lord Randolph Churchill, 
secretary of state for India, replying to a 
question, said that the duties of the 
Afghan boundary commission had not yet 
been completed, and that tho government 
did not intend to withdraw tho commis- 
sion. Colonel Ridgeway, the present 
chief of the commission, and others con- 
nected with him were doing useful work. 

Tho dispute with Russia concerning 
Zullikar pass, the secretary continued, 
wns not of a trivial nature, and the gov- 
ernment was not altogether satisfied with 
the settlement of the point in dispute. 

Parliament was then prorogued till 
August 31st.

Athletlo Training ai/d Mental Culture. 

[Frank Leslie's IUustrnted.] 
A few years ago, the notion was very- 
prevalent that athletic training was some- 
■ how an auxiliary of mental culture; that 
tlio trapezo was a friend of trigonometry, 
and the boxing-gloves a promoter of 
Greek, and that the host, scholars were 
generally identical with the handsome 
chaps who won the boat race. Opposed 
to this strange delusion was the well- 
known fact that an undue proportion of 
the creative men of tlio world had been 
either physically fecblo or actually de- 
formed, liko Lamb, Pope, Milton. Hyrnn, 
Carlylo and Stuart Mill; but this seemed 
CO be forgotten, like tho other obvious 
consideration that tho honors at competi- 
tion games canuot be won except at tho 
expense of hard professional training, 
and a great amount of timo that must bo 
taken from study. 

Now comes tho venerable Dr. McCosh, 
in his loport to the Princeton trustees, 
aud ho gives us some important data for 
a conclusion. II o says: "1 have before 
mo the lists of students who are ollicers 
aud members of foot ball aud base ball 
teams, in all twenty-seven. We now 
rank the students in groups, In all six 
groups, and I find that no one of the 
twenty-seven is in tho first group, that 
only two are in the second group, that 
the remainder, with live exceptions, are 
In the lower half of the class, and fifteen 
are in tho two lowest groups, the fifth 
and sixth. " 

This is a showing that will have a pro- 
found intluenco on the destiny of Ameri- 
can colleges. It will creato deep alarm in 
the minds of parents whose sons are now 
taking a college course from the physical 
point of view, and will cause a good 
many self inspecting undergraduates to 
reconsider » uiestion which they have re 
garded as settled. Jloro than half of the 
professional athletes of a great college are 
found at the very foot of their classes' 
A natural tendency to high rank as an 
athleto is fatal to high rank as a student. 

A Mongolian Legend. 
lSt. Petersburg Cor. London Times.] 

Those interested in folk-loro may per 
haps bo glad to read the following legend 
as to the origin of the hussinns found by 
( ol. Frjevalsky to bo curront among the 
Mongol inhabitants of Zaidau, and pub 
lished in Tho Husski luvalido: 

"In formt. times there lived in a cave, 
far away from all people, a good hermit 
lama, or priest, who passed his life in 
praying. A pair of nomads, consisting 
of an aged mother and her daughter, hap- 
pened to go that way, and the daughter, 
■while tending cattle, camo upon the 
cavo of the holy lama, who was at that 
time ilL Tho compassionate maiden 
offered him some Bour milk, but he did 
not liko to taste it. At hist he gave way 
to her entreaties, and took the sour miik 
every day until he got well. Eventually, 
out of gratitude for the euro, the lama 
married the maiden. 

•'.As soon as the czar of that country 
heard of this he sent his troops to kill the 
priest who had so flagrantly broken his 
vows and committed the sin of marriage. 
When the troops approached the lama 
gathered a bunch of reeds and stuck them 
in the ground round his tent, and then by 
force of prayor caused them to be all 
turned into soldiers, who defeated the 
troops of tho czar. The latter sent a sec- 
ond and a third army, but both were 
beaten, and the lama continued to pruy 
and turn into more lighting men the reeds 
broken off by his first created defenders, 
&o that the holy lama soon had a great 
number of troops. After the defeat of 
Lis third army the czar left the lama alone 
in peacj, but tho latter did not wish to 
live any longer on the ear h. The lama 
left his wife to rule the peoplo from tho 
reeds, and from those arose tho Russians. 
They have white bodies aud their hair is 
often fair, because the stems of tho roed3 
■wero of a yellowish color, and the tops 
somewhat darker. "

from the government at the rato of Scents 
a day. All of the work is done insido of 
the prisons, which consist of a reservation 
of 400 feet square, staked off and sur- 
rounded by high bamboo palings. Tho 
paper employed in the manufacture of 
flna cracke • Is made of bamboo film, and 
is witho it doubt the strongest paper 
made. Each cracker is filled, rolled and 
pasted by baud, and the nimble lingers of 
the convicts finish them with astonishing 
rapidity. 

The powder Is different from any other 
ruado. and despite the lineness of it, is 
nevertheless equally as powerful as our 
best blasting powder. When ready for 
tho market they aro sent to Hong Kong, 
from whence they are distribu .ed all over 
the world. In "the year 1884 51)0,000 
boxes of lire crackers were entered in this 
country. Each box contained forty pack- 
ages, and each package from sixty-four 
to eighty crackers, i rom this some idea 
of the number of lire crackers exploded 
on Independence Day may be gained.

A congress of philologists will soon as - 
semblc in Vienna to persuade the world 
to adopt a universal language. The 
scheme is by no means novel.
